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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  December  was  estimated  at 
53,520,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  a record  high  out- 
put for  the  month.  Production  was  7 percent  greater  than  in  the  corresponding  month 
a year  earlier  and  1 6 percent  more  than  the  1952-56  December  average." 

Production. declined  fractionally  from  November  to  December,-  compared  with  a 2 
percent  drop  in.  1957  and  a 5 percent  decline  between  the  5-year  averages-  for  these 
months.  December  temperatures  averaged  above  normal  in  the  West  and-  mudh  below;  . 
normal  in  the  eastern  half  of  "the  nation, 

Annual  1958  production  of  ice"  cream  was  estimated  at  '663, 2l0, 000  gallons,.  2. , 
percent  larger  than  in  1957  and  8 percent  more  than  the  five-year  average.  . . . 

Compared  with  December  1957,  ice  cream  manufacture  was  up  in  all  regions, except 
the  East  North  Central,  where  it  dropped  2 percent.  Production  Increased  5 percent 
in  the  West  North  Central  and  9 percent  in  both 'the  South  Central  and  Pacific 
States.  Sharper  gains  occurred  in  the  remaining. regions,  . as . follows f up  10  percent  - 
in  the  Mountain  States,  up  12  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  and  up  lb  percent  in.." 
the  South  Atlantic  Region.  In  the  three  leading  ice  cream-producing .states, .output 
was  20  percent  larger  than  in  December  1957-  in  New  York,; 7 percent  .greater  in,  ...  . 

Pennsylvania,  and  9 percent  in  California.  

Production  of  ice  cream  in  December  topped  the  1952-56  average  .for  the  month 
in  all  regions  of  the  country.  Increases  were  sharpest  in  the  Pacific  .States  .with 
a gain  of  29  percent,  the  South  Atlantic  advancing  28  percent  and  the.  Mountain  . . 
States  up.  21  percent  from  average.  In  the  remaining  "regions  the  gains  ranged  from 
11  to  15  percent.  California's  production  increased  33  percent  above  the  '5-year 
December  average.  New  York  17  percent  and  Pennsylvania  8 percent.
